Bedfortl Tim, of the loj ul navy of Eiig 
land, aud Ciipt. Silu.s Boul, of St. Ij0ui.s, 
who art! iit the AViiiii.sor bolel, ou their 
way to .Moutauii, and the ciitlle nmge.s of 
the northwest, are eaeh geiitlcmeu who 
attended the cattlemen's coiiveniion at St. 
Louis, and took, an active interest in tlio 
qticstions there considered. Capl. I'im is 
now aud has been for the past twelve 
years a member of th.c Kngli.sh piirlia 
mcnt. lie has been in past year.s itleiUi- 
fled with £01110 of the bust scientilic work 
of the world. One of his object;) at Ihu 
present lime is to gather all facts bearing 
upon the practicability of a cattle shipping 
route from the L'uited St^ites to England, 
through the British possessions. 

The route thtit he considers the most 
feasible is from ^Montana, through Alani- 
toba, to Fort Churchill oa Hudson bay. 
Prom Fort Churchill to Liverpool the 
distance ia 1,'878 miles. Seven hundred 
miles of that distance, he snys, is through 
lanes in the ice, where the water is as 
Bmooth as glass and unruffled by storms. 
IwTfog.tbe open ocean voyage only about 
l.flNElO miles.' Be says bis experience us au 
Airctic seaman has led him to think that 
the route will bs open and practicable for 
three months of the year, and that cattle 
can be shipped in better condition that 
■way than by any other line yet used or 
suggested. The filarling point for tliu 
trail or railway in ^Manitoba would be at 
Indian Head, on the Canadian Pacitie 
road. The distance from there to Fort 
Churchill is about 700 miles, CapL Pirn 
Bays it is over a country abounding in 
pplendid gra.s3 aud good water. He thiu'ica 
that a trail over which cattle could bo 
driven would be practicable. In case driv- 
ing ia not practicable then a railroad cou Id 
b« builL A charter for a road has al- 
ready been obtained, and CapL Pirn says, 
will be constructed if needed. 

To a question to a reporter as to 
whether there would be any ditlicult3' in 
obtaining the concessions from the Cana- 
dian government, which will be necessary 
in .order to transport cattle from the 
IJnltcd tJiatcs through the dominion, he 
answered: "Not the least The Cana- 
dian government will grant the needed 
concessions for the Hudson ba^ route 
much more readily than it would for the 
route by Quebec 

Capt Pim says he ■<vill favor .such a 
Xnoditication of the Knglisb law in refer- 
ence to American live cattle uh will not 
cause them to be killiHi iiiimeiliately on 
their arrival at an English port. He fa- 
vors having a veterin.'try surgeon a<i an iu- 
specting oftlcer at the shipping and re- 
ceiving points; a-s well as a veleriiiarian 
on each ship. ^Vitb clean bills of health 
from each of these ollicers, there can bo 
objection to allowing American cattle to 
be shipped alive and kept alive in Eng- 
land. 

Capt. Pim says all England is interested 
in such measures as will give Ihcr. the 
cheap American beef. Tbo prejudice 
Which existed against our beef two or three 
years ago haa well nigh worn out, and it 
sells in the London bu:;chev's shops as well 
■S that from the Scotch highlands.

Rev. J. F. .'■ h 1 z, of Shr wjl ury, 
whose pastorate einbrtices the Winters- 
town Evangelical Church, some time 
ago annoniiued that yesterday he would 
preach a Grant memorial sermon. Ful- 
ton gave notice that such a sermon 
should not be preached in that church, 
but little attention was j)aid his threat, 
and on Sunday Rev. ilr. Shultz an- 
nounced his text and proceeded with the 
sermon, enumerating the great men of 
ancient and modern times.

HON. EDWAlil) BLAKE. 

The Globe has at lust como to the 
rescue of the liberal leader and strikes 
right and left at the oonservativo atid 
liberal journals that have attacked him ao 

virulently of lato. It will bo roniomberod 
that Mr. Blake hiis been auvoroly takon 
to l.aak by many of liia ji.irty organs for 
having voted for nii iiicreiiso of truOO itj 
the aesaioiial allowance in conaoquenco of 
the extronco lon^jth of the sesaiua which 
recently came to an end. The oonaerva- 
tive journala, whilo thoy could not with 
conaiatoncy attack tho so-ciiUed "saliiry 
grab," acceptud tho iitturancca uf the 
liberal presa ovidonce of a plot on tho 
part of Mr. Movvat'a friends to unseat 
Mr. Blake as luador and subatituto Mr. 
Mowat. The Globe scouts the idea of 
the existence of a conisDiraoy, and while 
it lauds Mr. Mi-ivat to tne skies intimates 
that tho propoaed cbanE;o, if it wore car 
riod out by other tl-i;in fair moans, would 
not bo acouptiblo to tho libural party. 
The Mail, however, will not bo convinced 
and mentions several incidents wherein 
Mr, Mowat has acted in apparent bad 
faith tovrarda Mr. Blaku. It assorts that 
Mr. Mowat has been"uphold by hia friends 
as tho greatest oon.stitiitiniial lawj-er in 
the Dominion ; thiit Mr. Mowat ti>ok from 
Mr. Blaku liia moat etbcieiit lieutenant in 
tho houao of commons, Mr. (ieortje W. 
KoBS, aubatitutiiig for him "that heavy 
incubus," Mr. J. D. Edgar. It shows, 
further, that on several public occasions 
Mr. Blake has been made to play second 
fiddle to Mr. Mowat, and that tho libarul 
press, from drip to the I'urt Arthur 
organ, all of which papera are liberally 
subsidized by Mr. Mowut'a guverinnent — 
have recently printed bitlur attacks on 
Mr. Blake. The Buishiug stroke of Grit 
ingratitude, according to the Mail, was 
the candidature of Mr. Preston, in East 
Durham. jTho Mai! coiioliuloa aa follows: 

"Besides those, Mr, Mowai is aided by 
tho colossal fabrications of the Toronto 
organ, the proprietors of which have re- 
ceived from him (1) a school book monop- 
oly, (2) a share ni tho Ontario govern- 
ment printing jobs, (3) a share in the 
governmont's legal work, (•!) timber lim- 
its, (5) grocery contriicts without tender 
running over a period of thirteen years. 
Now, it is not poasiblo to argue that all 
these agents of Mr. Blake's rival are la- 
boring in Mr. Blake's interest. On tho 
contrary, it is very (jvident that Mr. 
Mowat is working hia apecially subsidized I 
partizana for all thoy are worth in order 
to score a triumph fur himself over Mr. 
Blake. For, as he no doubt arynea, if he 
with his following can carry a by-election, 
he can do what Mr. Blake haa been un- 
able to do 80 far, and ia therefore of the 
two tho bettor man, and tho more desira- 
ble for the dominion ieauorsliip. " 

At this distance from tho nctivo politi- 
cal arena it is inipoasiblo to say whether 
the Mail is right or wrong in its sur- 
mises; but the departure of Mr. Blake for 
Europe while several by-electionw are 
pending and the attacks of the liberal 
press upon him for his vote on the en- 
hanced sessional allowance, go a long way 
to create suspicion in the minds of tho 
public that all is not .serene hecweon the 
liberal rank and filo'and tiioir loader. Tho 
objections to the '"salary grab," we feel 
bound t say, are of a frivolous nature, 
and would not have been raised by any 
newspaper that was not casting about for 
an opportunity to rid the party of Mr. 
Blake's leadership. 

TEE NOltTHERN FACIFIC RAIL- 
ROAD. 

The approaching annual mootini,' of the 
Northern I'aciGc railway cmnpauj' ia 
awaited by the people of Puf^ot .Soui.d 
with a feeling of more than ordinary in- 
terest. Viliard, who waa deposed at tho 
time of the great financial crash two 
years ago, is on hia way back from 
Europe, arinod v.-ith the pi'u.KU-s of the 
German 8tocklu)l(ler.-i. .Mr. Billinjjs, a 
heavy American holiier of ahiire.i, is lop- 
resontod as diaaatistied with the existing 
atate of things which hn.3 been brought 
about by tho present directorate, and is 
said to have joined hands with Viliard 
and his German friends for the pnrpoiie 
of ousting the direotiira imd pulting \'il- 
lard and those who still bulievo in him in 
their places. Seattle pc pic think they 
discern in this change ..i feeling a change 
in tiio policy "f the railroad company to- 
wards thoir town to tlie detriment of Ta- 
coma, tho present raiUv:iy terminus and 
only possible rival of Seattle on Puyet 
Sound. Taconia ia the "apoiled child" 
(iu more ways than one) uf the railroad 
oompany, which haa spent large sums of 
money to improve and beautify that towii- 
aite in tho hope drawing popuhuion and 
commerce to it. A'illard. un the other 
hand, is reported tu bu a linn believer in 
a great future for Seiittle, and ia prepared 
to give it cuininunicaii.in by rdil and 
other advantages of a material nature if 
his "oroivd" should succeed iu getting in. 
On the result of the election for Northern 
Paoitic directors the future of tho rival 
towns may be said lu deiiend, and no 
wonder the citizens are anxious.

ENGLAND. 

Lo.NUoN, Sept. i. — Yacht Saiibeiim, 
with Mr. Gladstone and party on board, 
arrived at Wick, Scotland, yeatorday. A 
deputation of the inhabitaiita of the town 
weut on board the Suiiboam and greeted 
Mr. Gladstone effusively, and invited him 
to land. Mrs. Gladstone, speaking for 
her husband, said hia health wiia unequal 
to tho fatigue of laiuiing. 'I'lie .Sunbeam 
afterwarda proceeded auuth. 

Ij.\ti:k — Blr. (iladatono has reached 
Abordeoii; he was met by an oiiormoua 
crowd and accorded a popular ovation. 

The Standard's fierlin despatch says 
Ciermany will not surrender the Carolines. 
There were imposing meetings in nunior- 
oua cities of Franco and Spiiin on -Sun- 
day to protest against tho act of Ooriiiany 
on this subject. The mayors of Barcelona 
and Valencia have returned the German 
crosses with which they have boon hon- 
ored. Spain has received offers of moral 
and material support throuyhoiit tho oii- 
tiro country. 

Tho Standard's Bladrid correapondent 
says Mr. Foster, United States miniator, 
has settled details of tho Cuban claims of 
American citizens. After several parleys 
with the foreign minister they have coino 
to a decision regarding tho commercial 
agreement between Spain and tho United 
States. 

Tho Prussian go voriinieiit has ordered 
all lluaaian and Austrian Poles to quit 
Danteig before October. JIany old-estab- 
lished morohants and tradesmen come 
under this order, The decree exempts 
settlers previous to 1843, temporary so- 
journers and those who have aorved or 
whoso sons have aorved in tho CJorman 
army. 

Advices from Cabul report that city as 
quiot, and that tho ameer tins sent large 
orders to parcel agents at Bombay fur 

military uniforms and equipments. 

The Spanish ship Sliwao, from the 
Spanish port, which arrived at Leith, 
Scotland, to-diiy was found to luive on 
board several cases of illneaa resembling 
cholera, and was placed in quarantine for 
forty-eight hours. 

Lkith, Sept. 1. — The Marso Bono, or- 
dered to undergo forty-eight houra' quar- 
antine, haa five cases of suspicioui illness 
among tho crew. Two of the sick men 
are now in a state of convalescence, while 
tho other three are still suffering from 
abdominal ayraptoms accompanied by 
vomiting, resembling that of cholera. 

IRELAND. 

Dublin, Sept. 1. — During a torclilight 
proceaaion at Galway last night in honor 
of Timothy O'Connor a number of pro- 
grosaionists altaoked a detachment of 
Y^orkshive aoldiera on garrison duty there. 
The noise of the disturbance attracted 
the attention of the lutter's comrades, 
who issued from the barracks iu force and 
jiMiiod in the melee, For four hours tho 
light waged fiercely, clubs and .itones iie- 
ing freely used by both sidea. A large 
number of windows wore aiiia.Hhed ami 
many persons injured. Finally the po- 
lice, who had in the meantime been en- 
forced with tho aid of the nnlitarj- not 
engaged in tho riot, quelled tho disturb- 
ance. 

Dublin, Sept. 1. — banquet was given 
by the Lord Mayor at the mansion house 
this evening in honor of Parnell and hia 
Irish oolleagues in the house of commons.

Tho bind 
question was the great question in Ire- 
land.

The Chinese Converts. 

To riii: Editor: — In an article entitled 
"Uonvortod Uoachens iu Church" in this 
morning's issue of your excellent paper, I 
was both pained and surprised to find the 

following : 

" I'liey wore the habits peculiar to their 
peo[)lo, and more singular still, wore pig- 
taila. The experience of most misaioii- 
ariea is that a Cbiiianian who will not 
part with his 'tail' is not a true convert, 
the appendage being a matter of faith 
with him and a badge of heathenism." 

To begin, permit me to say a word or 
two on the liabita or drc-ia of this people. 
The Olliiieae have been accuatoiiiod to the 
present stylo of clothing from time im- 
inainorial. They regarded that as being 
most comfortable and convenient, and 
like what any other wise people would 
have done, they adopted it accordingly. 
There are a number of American and 
European merelianta and miaaionarioa in 
Canton and other citiea of China who 
have taken quite a fancy to dresping 
after the Chinese fashion — particularly in 
their own houses — from the fact that they 
have found the Chinese dress loose and 
comfortable, and affording much eiso for 
the free iiiovomenta <if their hands and 
feet. 11 (Mice wo see that the only reaaon^ 
why a Ohinainan clothes himself In tho 
way that he does is simply because he finds 
that way tho most comfortable, as hia fore- 
fathers had thought years before him. 

A word about the ([ueuo of tho Chinese. 
There is a surprisingly largo number of 
people who labor under the almost univer- 
sal iinpre.saiuii that the Cliineao wear their 
(juouea as a part of their religion. One 
might with equal propriety believe and 
assert that our own noblemen wore quouoa 
within tho last century and a half for tho 
same reason. To remove all false impres- 
sions on this particular subject, allow me 
to invito your attention to a page or two 
of Chiller;;) history. In it we find that 
previous to the 17th century, tho Oliineae 
had not been in tho habit of wearing 
queues, but that they hnd long hair over 
the v. hcdo head, arranged in a tuft or coil, 
and that it was not till 1044, a. D. — the 
yee.r in which China was conquered by the 
Rlanchurian warrior — that tho Chinese 
began to wear their hair braided into 
queues; and this they did as a sign or to- 
ken of submission to the foreign emperor. 
This is the sole cause and reason of tho 
Chinoae wearing (lueuos. But assuming 
that wo wore not in poaaeasion of any 
historical accounts, have wo not tho grand 
fact, and one too both consistent with tho 
dictates of reason and with the doclriues 
of the Bible, that the true, genuine con- 
version of a man, be he white, black or 
brown, affects his heart and not his garb. 
Those eleven Chinese that were baptized 
last Sunday assorted their belief and re- 
pentance from thoir very hearts, and as 
Christians wo .should bo charitable enough 
to believe that they aro sincere and earn- 
est till the contrary has boon proved.

Davis is a wol 
known sporting man and occupied thia 
room for several y-ara, conducting an 
alleged brokerago busiiiosa in mining 
and other stocks. The room is only six 
feet by ton, is lighted by a single window, 
and is filthy in the extreme. 

liolland was reticent about tho motter, 
merely iissorting that the killing was justi- 
fiable. When searched at the station a 
heavy revolver and §1500 in money and 
two gold watches were found on him. In 
tho right hand of tho dead man waa a j6 
bill, and scattered about the floor were 
bonds to the value of @500. In the desk 
were a large amount of apparent securities, 
among thom 820,500 in bonds of the city 
of Mattoon, HI., signed hy Thos. B. Lano, 
Hupurvisur, and W. O. Ellis, clerk. The 
desk also contained blank shares of a min- 
ing company and uf the Pioneer Silver 
Mill and Mining Comimny. Davis was 
shot twice, once through the breast near 
tho heart and once in tho neck. 

Holland came to Now York in response 
to a luttur fnini 'i'hnniaa Davis to buy 
ciiuntuifeit nionuy, and hia visit to the 
idlicu WHS f >r tho purpose of obtaining 
§10,000 in counterfeit money. On his 
arrival ho entered the room occupied by 
Thomas Davis, whoao desk stood close to 
a partition. In an adjoining room, un- 
known to Holland, Theo. Davia waa con- 
cealed. Davia [iroducod and showed Hol- 
land §10,000 in genuine greenbacks. Hol- 
land uxaininod the bills and haiided them 
to Davia who placed thom in a black bag 
close to tho partition. He then endeavored 
to <mgiigo the Texan iu conversation and 
tried to distract his attention. At what 
ho thought was the proper moment he 
gave a concerted signal and Theodore 
Davis opened a trap-do«r in tho partition 
and removed tho bag, intending to re- 
])lace it with one similar in appearance but 
containing only a quantity of paper done 
up in packages looking like bank notes. 
At this moment Holland chanced to look 
up from counting hia money and saw the 
movuniunt. In a moment ho was on his 
feet and had drawn his pistol. 

"You thief," he cried, you aro trying 
to rob mo. Take that," and fired a shot. 

Then the Texan walked down stairs 
and into tho street, when Theo. Davis 
followed him .shouting, "Jlu Ima shot my 
brother." 

"So I did," retorted Holland. "He 
tried to rob ino, and this ia the pistol I 
shot him with." 

The brother of the murdered man and 

an oflicer went back to tho oflice in Reade 
atruut, wheru Holland pointed to tho bag 
containing the spurious money, saying, 
"Odicer, I want you to take charge of 
thia bag." 

Holliuid waa then taken to tho station, 
while Theodore put on his hat and coat, 
and, taking tho .^10,000 in good money 
which had been unnoticed in tho haok 
room, disappeared. When ho wont to the 
station to aurreuder hiniaolf ho no longer 
had the .510,000. In tho crowd he saw a 
man whom he knew as a friend of Hoi-' 
land and called upon the police to arrest 
him, and the man waa arrested and gave 
the name of John T. HilU

During the past ten years a rcflnino; In- 
flueuce has been at work iu tbe ranks of 
tiie dogicatchera. Iu 1874 they wero 
brutal, lateT on thoy becamo balf-siivuge, 
now thoy are within the pale of hope, aud 
mnyyet wear the badgia of humanity. 
Teny^krs ago dog-catcuera scoured tno 
Btreets and alleys late and early in search 
0f tho straying canino. There was then a 
price on every doer's bend, the marsbnl's 
■was a feo-t!ikiug oUice without salary, 
and the 50 cciits each paid for impouuiicd 
dogs was part of his perquisites. Tho 
catchers, too, wero allowed so much a 
dog. In tl'eir zeal to mako money the 
catchers did not hesitate to enter private 
g-i'ouiitis al'ti-'r dogs, or to take tbeui oven 
■when licensL's were displayed npon their 
necks. Tliore \v;ia big inoiiej' in tlio busi- 
ness, and tbe poor dog's bi^iiins ■wero but- 
tered out by a gian I who -vvielded a huge 
dub. 

Tbo dog-catdicr has changed not a littlo 
in the jwst decade. His l)usines3 is not 
now a.? hazardous as it formerly wa.s. It 
is no longer tliiekly pavi.'d v. ilb dangers. 
There may be an occasional interruption 
to the sunshine that lights his road, but it 
ia only a pa.s.sii)e; cloud and leaves no such 
results as follow u storm. The dog of 
tJais day lia.s a gri'at deal ol' discretion, and 
in tho accnuinlatioii of years and gray 
hairs discretiidi will discount valor every 
tim& Tho dis('rctiou of tbo jjrese t dog 
keeps him out of the way of the dog- 
catcher and prolongs his familiarity with 
the pleasure spots — tiu cans, brickbats and 
loose hones of this earth. 

Only the yellow dog gets the ■worst of 
the fight Having no home and i o |)oor 
relations with whom to -^vbile awu.y bis 
leisure hours or tiud rest for his tired aud 
bruised hones, the yellow dog is the pariah 
ol the canine world. JIo is the Wander- 
Jag Jew among dog.s. His only mission 
in life ia to keep "moving on. " Pedes- 
■triauism is his single liope— -the broad, 
cheerless face of the eartli his only borne. 
Being without parental mansion or 
humble boarding-house, the vagrant cur 
is abroad early, liaving remained out all 
night, so as to catch tbe Ui-st gray strealca 
of dawn where they light tlie eastern skv. 

The dog-catelier kno'ws this, so ho 
shakes bin. self out of bis bed-clothes at 
break o' dny to circunveut the early dog. 
In this city two wagons are sent out, each 
having aclriverniui three "wirers. " These 
swoop down upon the chronio-colorcd ani- 
mal as he emerges from a friendly alley, 
almost before he has time to rid himself 
of the dusL of the ash barrel lieueath which 
he passed the night, A skillful throw of 
the wire make.s captive the yellow dog, 
and if Lis wind is not choked olf by tho 
cruel brass ho is dragged howUug to tho 
wagon, seized by the back of the neck and 
slapped into the moving pen even before 
the entire situation has haa time to enter 
his dazed braia At about 11 a. m. the 
first wngon-Ioad i.s landed nl the pound, 
and early In tho afternoon another tour is 
made, the harmless dog who is then work- 
ing his usual free lunch rou; j being again 
the object of pnrsuit. In this manner day 
by day the sifting out of ibo dogs of tbo 
communit}' and the survived of the fittest 
or the most fortunate is accomi:lishfc 

Familiarity with chasing the ciiniiio 
breeds the utmost contempt for h'ni on 
the part of bia j)ursuer. Tlie .sn 'llor tho 
dog the worse the treatment he get.s. 
Small dogs, as everybody knova, are 
playful and elusive in their babiti-. A 
fire pound cur can worry tho extremities 
of a man's trousers for a h.ilf hour and 
during that whulo time keep out reach 
of tho man's boot. A black and-tan or an 
ordinary poodle can nuikc a catciier do a 
great deal of running before tl"j u ire gets 
over hit head, and even when corucred bo 
is a bard subject to handle. The catiber's 
indignation will then assert itself in the 
eevere handling he gives that dog. The 
"Wtie will be 'Irawn taut and the dog will 
get a ride from the end of it as thi catcher 
drcles hi^ several times over his head: 
then the catcher will seize the trembling 
^animal by the back of the neck savagely, 
' 'and ■with u vicious bang will Sre h'm into 
^e 'Wagoa This is the case when the 
Wtcher has his own way. 

Now and then the dog lias all the fun. 
This happens when the dog has more souse 
■ind a largci share of brutnlltj in bis na- 
ture than the man wiio is pursuing hlnx 
A false throw of the wire lasso will Home- 
tlmes call out all the savagery of the ca- 
nine. He will instantly inrn upon bia 
pursuer, growl, show his tpeth, auil start 
the cha.'ie in another direction. ^' is very 
•eldoni that a dog catcher is bitten, but he 
gats tbe bite occa.sionaly. The only way 
Ee escapes the nuiuial s teeth when the lat- 
ter organizes the pursuit is using hid legs 
with greater facility than tbe dog. It 
really affords tbe friends of the dog de 
light to note the rapidity -with whicl tiio 
enemy of the dog ascends the nearest 
f«nc« or clambers up tlie side Oa. his wagon 
to avoid parting with a pound of tlesh. 

The chase continues as long as the ap- 
propriation lasts, aud there are or- 
dluarll V two apjjroprialions in a y xr of 
about ^1,200 or $1,500 each. Tho pound- 
keeper is a deputy marshal Avith the salary 
of that ofllclnl; the catche; - arc paid a 
salary of flO or $50 a month. The only 
fo« Is the pound fee of 25 cents, which is 
added to the i^ii license when a dog i.s 
taken out of the concern at the foot of 
Xeeperance street. After the api)roiMia- 
tlon Is exhau.slrd tlie deputy marshal lakes 
to ontching goats, cawa, hugs, etc., which 
are disposed of at auction when not re- 
deemed by their owners. This branch 
of their business la equally exciting and 
sxhilarating as the catching of do^s.
